Farmstand will close after final harvest

The mayor and City Council 
took a break from budgets and or¬ 
dinances on Monday to take note 
of a Feeding Hills institution pass¬ 
ing into history. 


Laura Cincotta was congratu¬ 
lated for a “long and productive 
lifetime” as she announced that 
her farmstand on Springfield 
Street — a four-generation family 
business in operation since 1936 
— will be closing at the end of 
this season. The Cincotta family 


plans to sell its 6.47-acre property, 
which abuts Stop & Shop super¬ 
market.

Tennessee Gas must hire an 
environmentalist to study the 
wetland impact of its proposed 
pipeline before the town holds a 
public hearing. 

That was the message from 
the Conservation Commission 
at a meeting last week with 
the operators of an interstate 
natural gas pipeline that runs 
through Agawam. Tennessee 
Gas Pipeline LLC is proposing 
to make upgrades to its Suffield 
Street compressor station and 


add a new pipe in an existing 
2.1-mile right-of-way heading 
north from the compressor. The 
new pipe would allow the pipe¬ 
line to better serve the local gas 
utility, Columbia Gas. 

Chairman Henry Kozlos- 
ki said that the Conservation 
Commission knows the pro¬ 
posed route crosses wetlands 
in areas between Suffield Street 
and Silver Street, but nothing is 
definite until the boundaries are 
identified and confirmed.

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State to give details on 
bridge plans at meeting 

WEST SPRINGFIELD — The latest information on con¬ 
struction and timelines for the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge work 
will be revealed at a public meeting on Tuesday, Oct. 2. 

The Massachusetts Department of Transportation will 
host the meeting at 6:30 p.m. in the Municipal Building at 
26 Central St., West Springfield. 

The $21.5 million project will reconstruct the Mor¬ 
gan-Sullivan Bridge that carries Route 147 over the West- 
field River between West Springfield and Agawam. Prelim¬ 
inary bridge work for this project is currently expected to 
begin in early October and traffic setups, including perma¬ 
nent lane closures, will be put in place by November. 

These lane closures will mean that vehicles will have ac¬ 
cess to one lane of travel in each direction over the bridge. 
This configuration is expected to remain in place 24/7 until 
the end of2021, when the new bridge will be opened to two 
lanes of travel in each direction. 

“We have appreciated the support and input from local 
leaders and members of the community throughout the 
design stage of this project and we are pleased to be host¬ 
ing this public meeting to provide further information on 
upcoming work activities,” said Interim MassDOT District 
2 Highway Director Peter Cavicchi. “This project has been 
designed so that it will provide benefits to all roadway us¬ 
ers including drivers, pedestrians, and bicyclists, and we 
look forward to beginning construction operations in Oc¬ 
tober.” 

Also to be rebuilt as part of the project are the inter¬ 
section of River Street and Memorial Avenue on the West 
Springfield side of the bridge; the meeting of Main, Spring- 
field and Suffield streets on the Agawam side of the bridge; 
and the nearby intersection of Springfield Street with Wal¬ 
nut Street and Walnut Street Extension in Agawam. 

At the public meeting, MassDOT staff and project team 
members will provide information on upcoming construc¬ 
tion activities and the work schedule, and answer ques¬ 
tions from members of the public. 

In general, throughout this construction project, mo¬ 
torists will have access to one travel lane in each direction 
on the bridge. At various times, there will be traffic impacts 
on the surrounding roadways as work progress through¬ 
out the project area. As with all MassDOT projects, con¬ 
sideration has been given to the impact on those who use 
the bridge and construction activities will be undertaken 
in such a manner in order to minimize the impact on the 
traveling public and local community. 

This project is being carried out to improve the func¬ 
tionality of the bridge and ensure reliable travel through¬ 
out this area. This bridge was originally constructed in 
1945 and is structurally deficient, which means that it is 
safe for travel but in need of further attention.

Church unfurls replacement flag Saturday 


On Saturday, Sept. 22, at 9:30 
a.m., Feeding Hills Congregational 
Church, United Church of Christ, will 
hold a dedication ceremony to dis¬ 
play a rainbow flag and banner with 
the message, “God Is Still Speaking.” 

The flag and banner that had 
served as a sign of welcome and 
acceptance to members of the 
LGBTQ communities were stolen 
in mid-August. Church leadership 
immediately voted to acquire a new 
banner and flag. 

“They had been out there in the 
sun and rain for two years and were 
getting a bit faded,” said the Rev. Rob 
Donaldson, pastor. “Were going to 


replace them with a bright, new ban¬ 
ner and flag and just keep on telling 
the world that when we say, ‘Every¬ 
one is welcome here,’ we really mean 
everyone, regardless of your sexual, 
racial, political or any other identi¬ 
ty. If you can worship God under the 
same roof with all kinds of people, 
there’s a place for you under our roof. 
That’s what it means to be an open 
and affirming congregation in the 
United Church of Christ, which we 
have been since 2005.” 

After word of the theft began to 
circulate, the church received over 
100 messages of support along with 
several offers to cover the cost of re¬ 


placing the stolen banner and flag, 
and numerous donations on a Go- 
FundMe page that church members 
were urged to set up. As a result, 
enough funds are available not only 
to replace what was taken, but to 
purchase backups if needed. 

Along with clergy and members 
from other religious organizations, 
Mayor William Sapelli and mem¬ 
bers of the Agawam City Council 
will be invited to attend and to 
share their thoughts. Refreshments 
will be offered following the dedica¬ 
tion ceremony.

Local companies recognized on ‘Super 60’ lists 


Several Agawam businesses were 
named to the “Super 60” lists of the 
region’s highest-growth and high- 
est-revenue private companies this 
year, though none in the top three.

“The success of this year’s win¬ 
ners is a clear indication that our 
regional economy is strong and re¬ 
flects the diverse nature of our in¬ 
dustries,” said Springfield Regional 
Chamber President Nancy Creed. 
“Whalley Computer tops the total 
revenue list for the second year in a 
row and marking its 19th Super 60 
win since 1998. Five Star Transpor¬ 
tation moves from second place in 


revenue growth to top the list in the 
company’s second year as a Super 
60 winner.” 

The Super 60 program, now in 
its 29th year, awards companies 
based on their percentage of revenue 
growth over a full three-year period 
or total revenues for the latest fiscal 
year. To be considered, companies 
must be based in Hampden or Hamp¬ 
shire counties or be a member of the 
Springfield Regional Chamber, have 
revenues of at least $1 million in the 
last fiscal year, be an independent and 
privately owned company, and be in 
business at least three full years.

Volunteers along the Westfield 
River and its streams will join clean¬ 
up crews across four states on Satur¬ 
day, Sept. 29, according to Mark Da¬ 
mon, coordinator for the Westfield 
River Watershed Association. 

“Our volunteers, like other Source

Becker said. “We haul trash and de¬ 
bris to keep the water cleaner and 
the river banks safer for the people 
and wildlife who use the streams and 
rivers in our Westfield watershed.” 

The WRWA is a part of the Con¬ 
necticut River Conservancy, which 
sponsors the Source to Sea Clean¬ 
up, a volunteer network taking care 
of the Connecticut River and its 
tributaries. 

“It’s a great cause — keeping our 
environment clean — and everyone 
is welcome,” added Damon. 

Bill Rose, the WRWA president, 
thanked the groups that participate. 
“Besides individuals who just show 
up at one of our gathering points, we 
get groups from businesses and or¬ 
ganizations, and students from the 
local schools and colleges. We’ve been 
doing this cleanup for about 20 years 
now. Some companies like Lane Con¬ 
struction and schools like Agawam 
High send crews almost every year.” 

WRWA encourages people to join 
them on Saturday, Sept. 29. Volun¬ 
teers will gather by 9 a.m., in Aga¬ 
wam at the Pynchon Point parking 


lot near the South End Bridge Circle 
on River Road, or in Westfield in the 
public parking lot at the end of Mead¬ 
ow Street near the green bridge. The 
WRWA will distribute gloves and 
trash bags and offer safety tips, then 
send off site teams. Organizers target 
watershed sites in Agawam, West 
Springfield, Westfield, Huntington 
and Russell. Assignments are gener¬ 
ally completed by noon or earlier.

Hope for the 
best, prep 
for the worst 

E mergency preparedness isn’t just 
for people in areas where there are 
earthquakes, tornadoes or hurri¬ 
canes. As winter swiftly approaches in 
New England, it may be Agawam’s turn to 
face extended power outages and possi¬ 
ble evacuations. The Better Business Bu¬ 
reau offers advice and tips in the wake of 
the emergency in the Merrimack Valley. 

Residents who shut off their gas me¬ 
ter on their own shouldn’t attempt to 
turn the service back on. If a custom¬ 
er smells an odor of natural gas, they 
should leave the area immediately, move 
to a safe location and call 911 and the 
gas company. 

It’s a good idea for residents to take 
photographs of all their valuables before 
any kind of disaster strikes. 

Residents should have an Emergency 
Documents packet with the following, 
according to the BBB: 

• Social Security card 
• Any other official, hard-to-replace 
documents 

• Contact information: Both your 
contact information and your emergen¬ 
cy contacts’ information. 

• Insurance: Homeowners, auto, med¬ 
ical, life, disability, and other insurance 
agents/brokers contact info and policy 
numbers. 

• Financial accounts: Bank, invest¬ 
ment, and credit card/loan accounts in¬ 
formation, including institution names, 
phone numbers, and account numbers. 

• Health records: Immunization re¬ 
cords, allergies, dietary restrictions, 
medications, medical/surgical treat¬ 
ments. 

• Pet information: Description of each 
pet, vet contact information, and any 
important medical notes. 

• Property: Car information, home 
purchase papers/deeds, and other home 
inventory items. 

• Documents and photographs of 
valuables can also be scanned into a 
computer and saved onto a cloud server 
and backed up on a flash drive. 

Recommended emergency supplies 
to keep at home include: 

• Water and food for three days (one 
gallon of water per person per day.) 

• Blankets 

• A manual can opener 
• First aid kit 

• Dust mask, to help filter contami¬ 
nated air, and plastic sheeting and duct 
tape to provide protection from the out¬ 
door elements 

• Moist towelettes, garbage bags and 
plastic ties for personal hygiene purposes 
• Wrench or pliers 
• Local maps 

• Small battery-operated radio with ex¬ 
tra batteries or an emergency crank com¬ 
bination radio, flashlight, and clock device 
In case of an evacuation, residents 
should have a “go bag” with clothing, toi¬ 
letries, medications, pet food and medi¬ 
cations. 

When traveling during the winter 
months, residents should keep extra 
clothing — including extra hats, gloves 
or mittens — blankets, water and snacks 
plus a shovel in their vehicles. Also try to 
keep the gas tank full. 

Most people know all this informa¬ 
tion, but the Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency says that 60 percent of 
Americans do not prepare for a disaster. 

That figure is curious considering that 
according to healthcareready.org, a poll 
published in 2017 indicates that Amer¬ 
icans fear natural disasters more than 
terrorism or other calamities combined. 

It seems that while fear exists, “It 
can’t happen to me” thinking prevails. 

It’s time to hope for the best while 
planning for the worst. 



Citizens should get what they pay for with stormwater fees 


So I see in the Sept. 13 Aga¬ 
wam Advertiser, on the front 
page, that the DPW is going to ask 
for a stormwater utility fee to help 
fund the maintenance and reha¬ 
bilitation of catchbasins, storm 
drains and stormwater pipes.

cling projects and more in her more than 
three years with the SAVE club at Agawam 
High School, where she is a senior. 

“As I became more involved, it became 
a really fundamental part of me. It’s my fa¬ 
vorite part of high school,” Payne said. 

The Gold Award is a culmination of 
more than 10 years of dedication to the Girl 
Scouts. It requires 80 hours spent on a proj¬ 
ect that will have sustaining impact on the 
community, beyond the awardee’s tenure 
in scouting. By making copies available at 
libraries in town, Payne’s project will con¬ 
tinue to influence children long after she 
graduates from high school. 

“I think that it’s great,” said Kim Robin¬ 
son, Payne’s troop leader for the past five 
years. “She worked really hard and she did a 
nice job with the layout and the design and 
the wording, I think it’s very user-friend¬ 
ly and very informational for the younger 
generations.”

Payne unveiled the culmination of her 
labor at a special event in the community 
room in the Agawam Library on Sept. 11. 
She read the book to the audience and then 
gave out reuseable shopping bags for each 
attendee to decorate. She also raffled off 
two copies of her books to lucky winners 
Diana Kulmizev and Chloe Robinson. 

The book presents environmentally 
friendly and sustainable acts in a way that 
is easily digestible for children. Conserva¬ 
tion tips include shortening shower times 
to save water, turning off the faucet while 
brushing teeth, recycling, and using reus¬ 
able shopping bags — in all, 10 different 
ways children can be more environmen¬ 
tally friendly. 

In addition to the book, Payne also 
made an activity kit for the library. It in¬ 
cludes a copy of the book, a memory game 
with recycling themes, a sorting game 
where the categories are different recycla- 
bles, information on what can be recycled 
around town, a journal to log what each 
user learned and provide feedback. 

Payne’s project mentor, Nancy Bobskill, 
said Payne did the project entirely on her 
own as the she already had the inspiration, 
skill and motivation to make her book hap¬ 
pen. As a former environmental science 
teacher at AHS, Bobskill is excited to see a 
young person like Payne focused on taking 
care of Mother Nature. 

“This is the future,” Bobskill said. “I 
think that the more people that care about 
the environment and come up with ways to 
educate people on how to have a clean and 
healthier planet, the better. I like to see this 
in young people because young people are 
inspiring. When people hear them speak¬ 
ing the truth at a young age, they know 
there’s no hidden agenda. When you hear it 
from an older person, it’s a little different.”

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and buy the land itself. 

The building committee’s second 
choice, 5 acres of land to the rear of 
Robinson Park School, is already owned 
by the town. That option would require 
building an access road to Maynard 
Street, to avoid adding more congestion 
to the busy O’Brien’s Corner intersection. 
The existing driveway from RPS to Shea 
Field and Maynard Street, used for stu¬ 
dent pickup and dropoff, is just one lane 
wide and would not be able to accommo¬ 
date the full volume of ECC traffic. 

Habeeb & Associates, the architectur¬ 
al firm that was hired several years ago to 
assist with a new ECC, has been studying 
both sites. It recommends that any loca¬ 
tion selected for a new ECC should be big 
enough to add kindergarten classrooms in 
the future, since that grade level is currently 
overcrowded at all four elementary schools. 

Pre-kindergarten is seen as an even 
more pressing need, however. Agawam’s 
town preschool has been housed in “tem¬ 
porary” quarters at Perry Lane Park for 
more than 20 years. Cramped conditions 
mean that some classrooms meet at el¬ 
ementary schools rather than the ECC, 
and specialists meeting one-on-one with 
pupils often have to hold sensitive con¬ 
versations not in a private office, but in 
the hallway. 

Cincotta Farm and Robinson Park are 
the latest in a long line of properties that 
have been seriously considered as ECC 
sites. Previously considered sites included: 

• Land in front of the junior high — 
which also happens to be the town’s new¬ 
est school, built in 1973. The town already 
owns the land, but some building commit¬ 
tee members worried about having anoth¬ 
er school share a driveway with both AJHS 
and neighoring Granger School. 

• Property behind Clark School. The 
town already owns the land, but the lo¬ 
cation in the southeastern corner of Aga¬ 
wam is not ideal for a town-wide facility. 
The town would also have to build a new 
access road to Suffield Street. 

• The current police station on Spring- 
field Street. The building was originally an 
elementary school, which opened in 1917. 
While the building could be torn down 
for construction of a new preschool, this 
could only happen if a new police head¬ 
quarters were built elsewhere is town. 

• The administration offices of the for¬ 
mer Strathmore Paper Co. building on 
Main Street. This was only considered as 
a temporary location, but was dismissed 
because of concerns about contamina¬ 
tion in parts of the building because of 
chemicals used in making paper. 

When the School Department began 


exploring the feasibility of new ECC, it 
initially produced a plan that would con¬ 
solidate all the town’s kindergarten class¬ 
rooms in the new school, too. But School 
Superintendent Steve Lemanski said a 
price tag in the $24 to $26 million range 
was too high, given that the state will 
not reimburse for any construction that 
serves preschool grades. The proposed 
school might have received state aid for 
the cost of building kindergarten class¬ 
rooms, but any shared offices, halls, cafe¬ 
teria, library, as well as any preschool-on¬ 
ly classrooms, would be paid entirely by 
the town. 

Without kindergarten classes, the 
most recent estimate for a preschool-only 
building is between $9 and $12 million, a 
substantially smaller cost to taxpayers. 

Lemanski said having kindergarten 
classes and preschool in one building 
“would be wonderful and ideal.” Mayor 
William Sapelli, formerly school superin¬ 
tendent, added that city councilors would 
likely be more receptive to funding a new 
preschool building if it had the ability to 
add kindergarten classrooms later. 

The Cincotta property offers 6.47 
acres, including 450 feet of frontage, 
which could be suitable for a new ECC. 
According to Sapelli, the proposed loca¬ 
tion has the same water table as the ju¬ 
nior high school property, which could 
make it more suitable for constructing 
the preschool. 

Sapelli also recommends that if the 
town acquires the Cincotta property for 
a new ECC, it might be able to tap open 
space funding from the Community Pres¬ 
ervation Act (CPA), an existing surcharge 
on Agawam property tax bills. 

He said CPA funds might be possible if 
a portion of the property could be set aside 
for recreational purposes, such as a park 
and playground area. The Conservation 
Commission is investigating how much of 
the property is wetlands, since recreation¬ 
al fields can’t be built on wetland. 

Lemanski said he expects a report 
from both Habeeb and the commission 
“in the very near future” so the building 
committee can make a final decision on 
a site. Lemanski added that the next step 
would be to test a site and have a sche¬ 
matic design prepared to determine the 
cost of construction, which has been only 
an estimate. 

Both Lemanski and Sapelli have said 
that time is of the essence to get the proj¬ 
ect moving forward and bring a funding 
proposal to the City Council. 

“We want to put forth a plan that will 
be successful,” said Lemanski. “I wish we 
were closer to building a school. It’s much 
needed.”

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the farm, flowers from the farm’s own four 
greenhouses, honey purchased from near¬ 
by beekeepers, bread from two bakeries in 
town, and milk from the former Pioneer 
Dairy of Southwick. For the 2018 season, it 
has only sold a limited selection of vegeta¬ 
bles, all grown on the Cincotta Farm itself. 
The farm currently employs just two peo¬ 
ple — Laura, who runs the farmstand, and 
her son Felix L. Cincotta, who took care of 
the planting and harvesting in between the 
hours he works at a job off the farm. Felix’s 
father, Felix A. Cincotta, died in 2003, and 
for several years Felix worked full-time on 
the farm to help his mother keep it going. 

The farmstand, at 1252 Springfield St., 
Feeding Hills, is still open for a few more 
weeks. Current produce includes tomatoes 
and cucumbers, and pumpkins will be the 
last crop harvested. 

Though several farms and farmstands 
remain in town, both in eastern Agawam 
and in Feeding Hills, Cincotta’s is the lat¬ 
est victim of a trend that has seen Agawam 
transformed in the past century from a 
largely rural community to a bedroom sub¬ 
urb where farms, though still prominent, 
no longer dominate the economy.

“Slowly, over the decades I’ve lived in 
Agawam, they’re becoming fewer and few¬ 
er,” commented Council President Christo¬ 
pher Johnson. “It brings sadness, but it also 
brings great appreciation.” 

City Councilor Rosemary Sandlin, who 
said she had been a neighbor of the Cincot- 
tas all her life, said they not only ran a good 
business, but were kind and generous with 
all the neighborhood children, as well. 
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impact the wetlands. Be¬ 
cause of that they must 
meet the state regulations 
in order to do the work,” 
he explained. “They have 
a pre-existing right-of-way 
... [and] pretty much they 
have to stay within their 
right-of-way.” 

Kozloski said the current 
project proposal is crossing 
17 wetlands, including four 
perennial streams and five 
intermittent streams. The 
boundary confirmation pro¬ 
cess requires a hired envi¬ 
ronmentalist to go into the 
field and confirm the wet¬ 
lands boundaries that may 
be impacted by the project 
as part of a third-party peer 
review. Kozloski hopes that 
a suitable candidate will be 
hired within the next couple 
weeks. 

“[Tennessee Gas will] 
hire an environmentalist 
for us to check that the wet¬ 
land boundaries are cor¬ 
rect,” Kozloski said. “It’s a 
matter of getting somebody 
who is qualified to do it.” 

After that work is com¬ 
pleted, the Conservation 
Commission will do site 
visits to verify the identified 
wetland boundaries are ac¬ 
curate. Once the process is 
completed, Tennessee Gas, 
a subsidiary of Kinder Mor¬ 
gan Inc., can file a notice 
of intent showing the pro¬ 
posed work and its plans to 
mitigate erosion controls 
and other wetland impacts 
in accordance with the 
Massachusetts Wetlands 
Protection Act. 

At that point, the Con¬ 
servation Commission will 
consider questions regard¬ 
ing how the project will han¬ 
dle wetlands and also hold 
a public hearing. Kozloski 
said the most likely solution 
will be Tennessee Gas tak-

“Kinder Morgan is not the owner and operator of Columbia Gas 
facilities and pipes. Kinder Morgan meets and exceeds hundreds of 
regulations and procedures to regularly monitor, test and inspect the 
mechanical and operational integrity of those pipelines that we own 
and operate.” 

A spokesman for Columbia Gas said the company would make a 
statement about pipeline safety for its customers outside the Law¬ 
rence area this week. The statement was not available in time for the 
Agawam Advertiser News’ deadline. 


ing responsibility for remov¬ 
ing the wetlands it crosses 
during project construction 
and then restore it once the 
work is completed. 

“They have to restore 
the wetlands back to what 
they were before. That is 
the solution,” he said. “They 
have a right to put their 
pipes through their right- 
of-way, but they have to 
meet the Wetlands Protec¬ 
tion Act to do it.” 

In addition to requiring 
the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion special permit, Ten¬ 
nessee Gas also will require 
approval from state and 
federal levels as well, in¬ 
cluding the Massachusetts 
Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection. 

“We are working on 
obtaining local, state and 
federal permits,” Kinder 
Morgan Spokeswoman 
Katherine Hill said. 

According to the ex¬ 
panded environmental 
notification form filed by 
Tennessee Gas in June, 2.1 
miles of new 12-inch diam¬ 
eter pipeline is being added 
to link up the compressor 
station to existing pipeline 
near Silver Street. The proj¬ 
ect will also add a new “pig” 
launcher and receiver — 
used for deploying and re¬ 
trieving inspection rigs in¬ 
side the pipeline — at either 


end of the pipeline loop and 
upgrade the compressor 
station by replacing two of 
the older turbines, one from 
1965 and one from 1991. 

“Tennessee Gas Pipe¬ 
line’s (TGP) projects are in 
response to a request from 
its customer, Columbia Gas 
of Massachusetts,” Hill stat¬ 
ed. “The projects will allow 
TGP to meet the customer’s 
needs and to deliver safe, 
reliable and uninterrupted 
supplies of natural gas.” 

According to Hill, there 
are no projected dates for 
construction or work com¬ 
pletion available as the time¬ 
table is contingent upon the 
permitting process.

Four hundred young people threw their hats into the 
ring for the Kids Design Glassdesign contest held over the 
summer at the Springfield Museums, but the winner was 
from Feeding Hills.
